AND BUILD A TRACK ON WHICH ANNUAL 
EXHIBITIONS WILL BE GIVER. 


Over Thirty Millions Represented in the 
Horse-Breeding Business and Not a 

„Market In or Out ofthe United States 
That Does Not Rob the Bresder—BSt. 
Louis the Ideal Market Place for 
Horses. 


The call for a convention of Missouri horse 
breeders, which was accompanied bya cir- 
cular roasting the management of the St. 
Louis Agriculturaland Mechanical Associa- 
tion, did not Dring together at Entertain- 
ment Hall this morning the large gathering 
that was expected. But it brought leaders 
and revealed the purpose of the breeders. 

They mean to build up a rival of the St. 
Louis Fair Grounds. 

One local man, supposed to be J. D. Lewis 
ofthe Kinlock Stock Farm, has volanteered 
$25,000 asa starter. The 4,500 breeders of fine 
horses and the 8,000 Dreeders of horses 
of all sorts stand ready to contribute tothe 
upbuilding of a great market place for their 


products, 

Every man of them is aman of wealth. 
— is $30,000,000 invested in horses in the 

tate, 

Bryan Obear,a large breeder and a prime 
mover ia the proposed organization, says 
that for twenty years the breeders have had 
no voice in the mangement of the Fair 
Grounds here. They contributed the money 
that founded it. St. Louis business men have 
been at the fore front for ten years. No 
horseman has directed the society’s affairs. 


WHAT THEY PROPOSE. 
We represent the greatest industry in the 
State outside the large cities, says Mr. 
O’ Bear. ‘‘and yet we have no representation 


in St. Louis, the State’s chief * and its 
chief market. Me have to go to Kentucky, 
to Chicago, to New York or 
to St. Louls with our horses, and we are 
either fleeced by the auctioneers to sell to 
their own hirelings or we are eaten up by 
stable expenses. It is a priv- 
lege if we can get a chance for a 
sale at the Fair or race meetings. We must 
play second fiddle and accept accommoda- 
tions not fitted to our pur- 
ose. We mean to have stables und ex- 
hibition tracks. so that when horsos are 
fitted for market they can be shown, and 
be boarded pending sale free in larg

Only Nine Jurors Secured to Try the 
Murderer. 


Cartcaco, III., Dec. 12.—The attempt to 
secure a jury was continued to-day in the 
Prend er gast trial and within fifteen minutes 
two of the three men tendered to the State 
by the defense yesterday were excused. Nine 
men have already been secured and the in- 
terested attorneys say they hope to have 
twelve men by to-morrow night.

Then it will be for the de- 
fense to prove by experts and the man’s 
friends that there is a reasonable doubt of 
Prendergast’s sanity and responsibility. In 
rebuttal, then, it will fallupon the State to 
prove the man sane and accountable beyond 
A reasonable doubt. This is the lawfal 
course of the case,as attorneys for both 
sides have explained time and again to men 
whom they were examining for jurors. Of 
course there will be an immense amount of 
involved and conflicting opinions of experts, 
andthe complications and wrangling over 
these will east into a secondary place the cir- 
cumstances of the actual shooting. So the 
testimony processes to bevery tedious, per- 
plexing and wearisome.j 

Two physicians, sent by the lawyers for the 
defense to examine Prendergast as to his 
sanity, held a long, intelligent conversation 
with the murdererin the lawyers’ room of 
the jail vesterday afternoon.

ATTACHMENTS ON HIS STOCK. 

Atkinson had contracted a number of debts 
and when his creditors heard of his disap- 
pearance attachments were made on his 
stock. The Merchants’ Livery Stables at 


Sixth and Carr streets obtained the 
first attachment on a large bill 
for livery. Charles Bergesch, the 
livery stable man, also swore out an attach- 
ment on account of a bill for $55 for the hire 
of a horse and wagon. Others also filed 
Claims against him,

son’s office this morning and found a couple 
of inelancholy employes discussing the situa- 
tion.

MAY GET 99 YEARS. 


James Murray Willing to Accept That 
Sentence, 


This afternoon the Police Department re- 
celved word that James Murray, now charged 
with complicity in the murder of Edgar Fitz- 
williams on the Suburban electric car in 
Clayton last September and at present 
in the St. Louis Jail, was willing 
to plead gullty. to murder in the 
second degree and actept the sentence of 
ninety-nine years in the Penitentiary. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mudd of the county 
also sent word to the police this afternoon 
thatthere are fears of lynching should the 
prisoners de taken to (he County Jail, as 
proposed. 

This morning Judge Edmunds set aside the 
sentence of two years against James Murray.

Wees striting gimilariiy.te plot ond 
execution. The Mutual Reserve Association 
s Just now trying to establish the claim that 
John C. Austin, whose relatives say he is 
dead and want to collect ona life policy for 
$25,000, is now alive and hiding in the Adiron- 
Austin was supposed to have been drowned 
at Manhattan Beach op the afternoop of Sat- 
day, July 4, 1691. He was a member of the 
ship-broking firm of Lord 4 Austin, having 
offices on the second fioer of the Welles 
Building, No. 18 Broadway, and was credited 
with being the moneyed member of the firm. 
He bore. an excellent reputation and had 
formerly been inthe employ of the Mallory 
Steamship Co. The frm of Lord & Austin 
was engaged largely in the Haytean trade 
and enjoyed the reputation of baving a good 


business. 
On July 4, the day on which Austin was 


last seen, he had $25,000 insurance on his life, 
Of this $15,000 was inthe Mutual Reserve 
Fund Life Association on a policy issued in 
1885, and made payable to the estate, and 
$10,000 was on a policy in the United states 
Mutual Accident Association. The latter 
policy was issued on July 1, three days before 
Aust 's disappearance. In taking out this 
policy Austin inquired particularly as to 
when it would go in force, asking if it would 
take effect immediately, from that very mo- 


Wen insurance companies were skeptical 
from the first, and the Mutual Reserve at 
once instituted an investigation, with the 
result of convincing the company that Aus- 
tin was alive and in hiding. Payment on 
that policy was therefore contested, 

Austin left his home, No. 1144 Dean street, 
Brooklyn, shortly after noon on July 4, say- 
ing he would probably go either to the races 
or tor a bath at Manhattan Beach. Before 
going he kissed his three children good · dy 
and promised to return in time to take them 
to see the freworks at Manhattan Beach that 
night. The same afternoon, about 4 o’clock, 
a man hired bathroom 391 io the establish- 


ment at Manhattan Beach. He put his val- 

ables inan envelope, ofthe kind provided 
2 that purpose by the management of the 
establisu ment, and on the envelo indorsed, 
with a lead pencil, the name John C. Aus- 
tin, No. 1114 Dean street, Brooklyn.“ 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock that night the 
clerk in charge of the safe found, in closing 
it for the night, that this package of valu- 
ables alone remained uncalled for.

tainly have carried tne body ashore. 

Another suspicious circumstance was the 
fact thata diamond ring that Austin was 
known to wear was bot among the valuables 
left in the envelope. Still another was the 
fact that the amount of money was so small, 
it being Austin’s custom to carry never less 
than $100 cash upon his person. 

Furthermore, Austin was a noted athiete, 
finely built and possessed a decided son- 
ality. He was a frequenter of the anhat - 
tan Beach bath - houses and was known by 
sight to several of the employes. A photo- 
graph of Austin was shown to every person 
connected with the establishment a few days 
after the supposed drowning, and while it 
was recognized by those who knew Austin by 
sight, no one remembered having seen the 
gubject of the likeness in the bath-hause on 

y 4. 1891. This was the more significant 
because on that day, owing to the agree- 
able weather, only about per- 
sons patronized the baths. whereas the 
Sg mber frequently exceeded 7,000. 

ow comes the other side of the story. 
The insurance company will try to prove by 
fiteen witnesses who are toarrive here from 
Saranac Lake that Austin has been in the 
Adirondack region ever since his disappear- 
ance from New York. 

The principal witness of the defense is a 
guide who has been located for years in the 
Cranberry Lake region, almost in the 6x- 
treme western portion of the wilderness. 
This man guided Austin during several sea- 
sons previous to 1891. In September of that 
year, while at his home, another New York 
party arrived and asked 
go with them, saying:

The guide said nothing, but he Knew their 
story was not true, because he had only a 
few days before taken Austin across the lake 
and over as far as the Horseshoe Carry.

The Man Was Seized With an Uncon

Dr. Warren G. Priest was called to pass 
upon a rather sad and patiietic case ot de- 
mentia this morning in the person of Charles 
Boyle, 83 years old, and a stone-cutter by 
trade. 

Boyle walked into the Four Courts last 
night about 7 o’clock, and going to 
the Assistant Chief’s office surrendered him- 
self up. He gave the name of Chas. Smith, 
and said he had an irresistable impulse to 
Kill his wife and child,and asked to be locked 
up for self-protection. 

He was taken to the City Dispensary, 
where he was examined by Dr. Fitzpatrick 
who ordered him held for a further examina 
tion by Dr. Priest this morning. The im 
mediate circumstances surrounding his sur- 
render as told by Boyle himself to Dr. Priest 
are as follows: 

He went home last night about 6 o’clock, 
and going to his room sat down for a mo- 
ment. was despondent and moody 
and suddenly he saia, a morbid 
impulse took possession of him 
and he hadan irresistible desire to kill his 
wife firstanatheir little girl next.

The Bank Robbers Due to Arrive at Min- 
neapolis To-Day. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 12.—Under the 
close guard of Detectives Lawrence and Hoy 
Phil Schieg and Frank Floyd, who last Sep- 
tember relieved the Minneapolis Bank of 


$90,000 and caused Cashier Bifferding to com- 
mit suicide, should reach this 
city sometime to-day. They 
reached New Yor k from London on Saterday 
last. Louis Floyd,a brotherof Frank, was 
with them when they fled from Minneapolls, 
but was captured in New York a month ago, 
when about to sail for South America. 

‘*The Floyd boys, as they were called in 
Minneapolis, had in two or three years 
squandered over $50,000, which they inherited 
from their father. Schieg occupied the re- 
sponsibie position of paying-teller of the 
Bank of Minneapolis. Frank Floyd and 
Schleg were captured at Southampton Nov. 
13, upon the arrival there of the steamship 
Saale from New York.

In a recent proclamation of the religion 
he is gradually working out for himself by 
his own peculiar methods of interpreting 


work ig a virtue, and says that at best it is 
e mere anesthetic, having no object save 
to make us forget the bestiality and in- 
famy of our lives.“ 

Count Tolstoi is fond of strong lan- 
guage. But in spite of his strong language 
there are a number of people in the worid 
whose lives tare neither bestial nor in- 
famous, and among these the majority are 
workers—-hard workers—the best and 
hardest the world has. In such men as 
these—men like John Tyndall, who died 
last week, for instance—work isa virtue, 
whatever it may be in the rest. 

In most of us it is not a virtue because it 
is a necessity. Most of us may frankly 
confess that the best work of our lives 
was a result of slave labor—work done be- 
cause it was not to be avoided in any other 
way than by running from it and hiding 
outin the swamps. The virtue in such 
work is negative at best—a virtue of mere 
mulishness, which enables the worker to 
pull the plow to the end of the furrow, 
not because he likes it, but because he 
would rather pull and avoid the whip, 
than lie down in thefurrow and take the 
consequences. 

But if these objections lie against Count 
Tolstoi, he deserves thanks on another 
score, for there are men who set up for 
benefactors of the race on no other ground 
than that they are the ones who harness 
the mule and drive him; that they are 
‘femployers of labor, giving thousands 
opportunity for employment. Un- 
doubtedly an employer may show the 
highest philanthropy in his treatment of 
those to whom he furnishes work, but the 
mere fact that he does furnish it does not 
prove anything, 

For, however necessary employment 
may be for the mule, however certain his 
ribs would be to show through in the win- 
ter without some capitalist to operate him 
during the summer, yet as a rational ani- 
mal he can never share the feelings of the 
man who whacks him along the furrow,

IS PULLMAN IN DISTRESS! 

Everybody who reads newspapers knows 
something of the beautiful suburb of Pull- 
man, which has done so much to add to 
the glory of Chicago, 

Every man who has dangled his legs 
from an upper berth in one of Mr. Pull- 
man’s famous cars has meditated upon 
suburban Pullman—that hive of wealth 
and industry—and wished for a town lot 
in it. 

Mr. Pullman’s upper ‘berths are open to 
all, not excepting ladies, though one may 
well suppose that only a danse du ventre 
lady ora lady trapezist would venture so 
high. 

Very few ladies, indeed, are inclined to 
make this ascent. A man may buy a lower 
berth ticket and think he will get a lower 
berth, but when he arrives in the car there 
are ladies who have nolower berth tickets, 
and what a brute he would be not to give 
up his lower berth to them! He does give 
it up, and he mounts the step-ladder with 
the enthusiasm he might show if he were 
ascending a gallows, 

Once a wealthy lady who saw an unfor- 
tunate nin making this ascent remarked: 
Just think! If I had to do that!" 

Nothing could be more ungraceful than 
the man who is crawling into an upper 
berth. And it always seems to him that 
he sees just how he looks. . 

Well, this suburb of Pullman, buflt up 
so largely from the sale of upper berths, is 
not, after all, what it has been painted, if 
present reports are not exaggerated, Pull- 
man, the suburb, is largely an object of 
charity this winter, Its residents, who 
are Pullman employes, are represented as 
unprosperous, and it is given out that 
they dare not reveal the true state of 
affairs, which, however, seems to have be- 

come known in other suburbs. It is said. 
that if the Pullman company has oon 

tributed anything to the relief of Pullman 
suburb it has been done so secretly that 
there is no account of it.

This ordinance has an excellent feature, in 
which it says: That as soon asthe object

The contracts should be let to one firm asa 
whole, and should not be sub-let piecemeal, 
so there would be no changes made from the 
original pene and specifications. The pres- 
ent new Oity Hall. when the plans were first 
approved, was only to cost $1,000,000; 
now they have increased it one an 
a half. And it the buildingis not completed 
before five years it will at this rate that the 
number of changes have been made, cost $5,- 
000,000. The commissioners should hold the 
architects and builders down to the estimate 
contract price, precisely as the School Board 
lot their contracts or as private individuals 
let theirs; their structures are just as fine 
inarchitectural beauty and workmanship, 
if not better than our city’s institutions, and 
cost less, so we tax-payers may well ask why 
this eee, vebusiness-like way in the control 
of our city Hall, when the same men will 
manage their private affairs with economy 
and shrewdness.

BEGABDED AS A DOCUMENT OF THE 
HIGHEST IMPORTANCE, 


The Text Is in Latin and Would Occusy 
Not Less Than Twenty Columns in a 
Large-Sisead Newspaper—An Intel- 
ledtual Treat and a Classic of Its Kind 
~The Religious World. 


New Tonk, Dec. 12.—A letter from Rome, 
dated Nov. 29, has the followingtosay: The 
pontifical encyclical upon Bible studies, 
some details of which have already been 
cabled, is attracting considerable attention 
in ecclesiastical circles fromthe fact that it 
isa document of the most capital impor- 
tance. The Latin text is very extended and 
does not occupy less than twenty columns of 
a large-sized newspaper. Even from a 
literary point of view the encyclical has 
great value, for it is written in choice Latin 
of the must elevated tone, and fit will prove a 
most intense intellectual treat toall those 
capable of appreciating a text whose purity 
and distinction recall the finest pieces of 
classic literature. 

In order to appreciate the scope of this en- 
cyclical it is necessary to revert to the causes 
which have rendered it necessary, This re- 
calls the controversy caused by a pamphlet 
written by Mgr. o’Hutst, Rector of the Cath - 
Olic Institute of Paris, in which it was sus- 
tained that the points of the sacred books, 
which should be considered as inspired, are 
only those which concern the dogma and the 
articles of faith. This pamphlet was writ- 
ten in defense of the doctrines which had 
already been propounded in the same sense 
by M. Loisy, concerning the teaching of 
sacred books in the same Institute, 

M. Lolsy claimed in brief that the object of 
achurch js to teach moral ideas, to turn 
man towards that which is good and to con- 
duct him to salvation. In consequence one 
can accept as parables able to contribute to 
the spread of religious truths and of moral- 
ity the portions of the Bible, which from the 
ehronological point of view and from the as- 
tronomical point of view Go not agree ab- 
solutely with historical truth or with scien- 
tific truth. What would it matter, for exam- 

le, for us to know if the dela could uot 

ave happened scientifically under the con- 
ditions described inthe Bible, so long as the 
biblical description had as a result the im- 
provement of man and the spread of 
morality? 

It seems useless to 7 more development 
to the explanation of this controversy. What 
is certain is that after the noise which it 
made it was indispensible that the Pope 
should pronounce himself ex-Cathedra, 
Doubt had arisen on the points of the Geu- 
esis and on more than one part of the biblical 
cosmogony, which are no longer in accord 
with physical truth or with scientific facts 
recently acquired, The professors of theology 
experienced the need of hearing an author- 
ized voice, which would indicate to them the 
2 to follow. 

Mgr. d' Hutst was almost accused of heresy 
aud judged it advisable to go to Rome in or- 
der to plead before the Pope the cause which 
he had sustained in his pamphlet. The Pope 
resolved to end the debate by the encyclical, 
the substance of which has already been 
cabled. He has dissipated all douts ex- 
pressed by the rector of the Catholic Insti- 
tute of Paris, Mar. d' Hutst, and by the Pro- 
fessor of that institute, M. Loisy, in 
declaring that the sacred books are inspired 
in the whole and in the detail, and that if in 
certain points they seem to be out of accord 
with science this is the result that these 

points themselves have been badly inter- 
preted or that science is mistaken. It would 
not be Impossible that this encyclical will 
reopen the controversy instead of closing it.

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Key to the Solution of the Crime Charged 
Against Anna Wagner. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 12. —If Anna 
Wagner poisoned the Kocsters family, thus 
committing four murders, she must have 
had a motive for so terrible a crime. This 
is the key to the solution of 


the mystery; the whole purpose of the pros- 
ecution is directed toward convincing the 
jury that this girl, but 20 years old, was 80 
infatuated with Charles Koesters,the head of

She has a round, full face, clear blue 
eyesand prominent features, but does not 
strike the Beholder as A very intelligent, 
though it is said that she is naturally quick 
and is an exceptionally neat housekeeper.

German furniture dealer of South Meridian 
street, and she has been in his family ever 
since as a domestic, frequently attending to 
the store when he was absent and having

To look at the girl as she listens to the evi- 
dence of the various witnesses, all of whom 
are well known to her, one would not sus- 
pect that she was on trial for her life or that 
she had more than a passing interest in the 
proceedings.
